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City Set to Celebrate Its Fifty-first 
Fourth of July with Fireworks, Hoopla

Fourth of July has always been Greenbelt's celebra¬ 
tion. Greenbelters can spend the day participating in a 
wide variety of activities, ranging from sports and contests 
to picnicking, before wandering over to Buddy Attick Park 
to watch the fireworks display. 

Fireworks will be launched by als of a tournament sponsored 


the Public Works Department at 
about 9 p.m. (dusk). A special¬ 
ized group trained in pyrotech¬ 
nics headed by pyrotechnician 
Kennth Hall, will launch the 
dazzling display. The city bought 
the fireworks for $5000 from 
Zambelli Company, an interna¬ 
tional company that also provid¬ 
ed Greenbelt with fireworks last 
year. 

The 40-minute display will be 
kicked off by the Greenbelt Con¬ 
cert Band, which will begin the 
celebration at 7 p.m. with a song- 
book of 15 classics, old-time hits, 
and patriotic numbers such as 
“America the Beautiful" and 
“American Patrol.” Under the 
direction of John Del Homme, 
the 145-member band will play 
Tchaikovsky’s 1812 Overture as 
the first fireworks are launched 
over Buddy Attick Park. 

The Fourth of July festivities 
are everywhere, but the most out¬ 
rageous daytime activities can 
be found at the Greenbelt Am¬ 
erican Legion annual family pic¬ 
nic and at the Springhill Lake 
Fountain Lodge. 

The picnic at the American 
Legion features free food, priz¬ 
es and entertainment for child¬ 
ren, including 3-legged and sack 
races, pony rides, and a water¬ 
melon-eating contest. On the 
bandstand, Rudy Adler's six- 
member dixieland band will play 
jazz tunes and the blues. Fam¬ 
ilies are encouraged to arrive 
early and bring lawnchairs and 
blankets, as the picnic usually 
attracts about one thousand 
people. The picnic begins at 
noon and ends at 7 p.m. Extra 
parking is available across the 
street at the Holy Cross Luth¬ 
eran Church parking lot. 

Fountain Lodge 

The Springhill Lake Fountain 
Lodge will also host activities 
for the Fourth of July. At 11 
a.m, various community organi¬ 
zations will perform skits on¬ 
stage next to the Fountain 
Lodge. Also onstage, Bristol 
Sounds, a national deejay or¬ 
ganization, will provide music 
while* people browse around th? 
arts and crafts displays and food 
vendors, Greenbelters can also 
participate in the 3-legged, wheel 
barrow, and pie-eating contests, 
not to mention a clown contest, 
Fifty-dollar awards go to the 
most outrageous clowns over 21 
and under 21. 

In front of the Fountain Lodge, 
the Good Neighbor Watch Pro¬ 
gram is running an “Ident-a-kid” 
plan to spot lost children and 
provide parents with a place to 
meet their children.

July 4 Changes on Metro 

Metro will change hours for 
the July 4 celebration. Metrorail 
service will operate from 8 a.m. 
Monday, July 4 to 1 a.m. Tues¬ 
day, July 5, Metrobus service 
will operate on a special Sat¬ 
urday schedule with additional 
service from eight downtown bus 
staging areas and outlying Met¬ 
rorail stations. Fares will be 75 
cents per trip with exact change 
required. Free transfers will 
be offered between bus and rail. 
Senior citizens and disabled ris¬ 
ers with valid WMATA identi¬ 
fication cards will pay 25 cents 
r>er trip. Valid flash passes will 
be accepted. 

No large coolers, kegs, carts or 
bicycles or other large objects 
will be allowed on trains and 
buses. Smoking, eating and drin¬ 
king are against the law on bus¬ 
es and trains and in stations 
Parking at Metro-operated lots 
is free. 

Smithsonian station will not 
be open to exiting passengers 
after the fireworks begin; do not 
try to leave the train at Smith 
sonian. To improve passenger 
flows at the Smithsonian station, 
Virgina-bound riders will be di¬ 
rected to one set of escalators, 
and Maryland-bound riders will 
be directed to another.. Larg 1 
signs will direct passengers to 
the proper escalators. Metro can 
move approximately 109,000 
people an hour; if 300,000 peop e 
are taking transit home, it will 
take approximately three hours 
to disperse the crowd. Avoid 
transfer stations. Anyone head¬ 
ing towards New Carrollton 
should walk to Farragut West/ 
Foggy Bottom/Federal Center, 

A flyer which includes a map 
and full description of WMAT- 
A’s holiday service will be av¬ 
ailable in the stations for distri¬ 
bution to passengers. Large 
maps of the downtown area with 
rail stations clearly marked will 
be on display aboard buses and 
in the rail stations beginnirg 
June 29.

ERHS TEAM OUTSHINES ALL 
AS “IT'S ACADEMIC” CHAMPIONS

On Saturday, June 18, time was running out for Pas¬ 
chal High school of Fort Worth, Texas, in the final round 
of the National Academic Championship in New Orleans. 
Their opponents, Eleanor Roosevelt High School of Green¬ 
belt, Maryland, were over 100 points in the lead at the end 
of the fourth quarter of the game that would determine 
which team would be the national champions. Paschal began 
making a comeback, but time finally did run out. With a 
final score of 310-215, Eleanor Roosevelt's “Tt’s Academic" 
team became national champions. 


The team is led by Alex Sil- 
verstein, a graduating senior 
who will be attending the Uni¬ 
versity of Maryland at College 
Park this fall. The remainder of 
the team is composed of Bryan 
Lee, a graduating senior who will 
go to Johns Hopkins Univer¬ 
sity on a full scholarship; Marc 
Singer, a former Greenbelt res¬ 
ident who just finished his 
freshman year; and Jennifer 
Dykes, who also just finished her 
freshman year. They are coach¬ 
ed by Gerald Greenbaum, a math 
teacher who has been eoacning 
for 11 years. At last his team 
has won a national competition. 

The team fought long and 
hard to win the National Aca¬ 
demic Championship which is 
sponsored by Texaco. They qual¬ 
ified to attend the tournament 
by winning the 34-team Johns 
Hopkins Tournament on March 
12. The next obstacle was rais¬ 
ing enough money to go to New 
Orleans. “We were under the im¬ 
pression that (superintendent) 
Dr. Murphy would help us out,” 
said team captain Alex; “but all 
that came of that was that the 
school offered to loan us the mon¬ 
ey for the train ride.” Because 
the school system was unwilling 
to pay for the trip the team 
turned to other sources of in¬ 
come. County Council members 
Richard Castaldi and Jo Ann Bell 
and Greenbelt City Council mem 
ber Thomas X. White ail helped 
pay for the trip out of their own 
pockets In the end, the students 
had to pay for half of the $160 
train fare (flying was too expen¬ 
sive), “We had to spend 25 
hours each way riding on the 
train,” recalled one team mem¬ 
ber. “I never want to see a train 
again.” 

The team lost the first game 
they played to Minitonka High 

MN. They lost by five points on 
the fourth tie-breaker. Fortun¬ 
ately, that was only one of two 
preliminaries, so the team had 
another chance. “That loss ac¬ 
tually helped in the long run,” 
said Alex. “It scared us into 
practicing for the next five 
hours. Also, when w« made it 
into the playoffs, we wer initial 
ly bracketed against tei./.»s that 
had also lost one game. That 
gave us a small advantage.” 

The next game was a rousing 
victory against Cordova High, 

MO, The team did well enough 
to qualify for the playoff round.. 

Their first match in the play¬ 
offs pitted them against Sever- 
na Park, from Anne Arundel 
County. Coach Gerry Greenbaum 
said, “We knew we were in for 
a very tough game because their 
captain copied our playing style. 
He was just as enthusiastic, just 
as good at jumping in fast and 
answering quickly as we wore. 
Fortunately, he didn’t know as 
much as we did.” Once again, 
the team won. 

They also won their next game, 
against Colonia High, NJ. “After 
we beat them, they were root¬ 
ing for us the whole week,” said 
Greenbaum. “They were really 
a great bunch of kids.” In tact, 


this team member noted that 
almost everyone he met was 
very friendly, and hardly anyone, 
the Roosevelt team included, 
was a ‘nerd’, despite what sorni 
may think. Alex said, “We 
made friends from all over Hie 
country, even Canada.” 

Quarterfinals 

In the quarterfinals, which 
were seen across the country 
on The Discovery Channel, Roos¬ 
evelt faced Destrehan H.S. from 
Louisiana. “They certainly had 
the home field advantage,” re¬ 
called Bryan. “There were so 
many Dixie questions, it wasn’t 
funny.’” Roosevelt still managed 
to pull off another victory. 

In the semifianls, also seen 
on TV, Roosevelt competed with 
George Washington H.S. of West 
Virginia. G.W. was undefeated, 
and they had the highest accum¬ 
ulated point total. The judges 
picked them. According to 
Greenbaum, however, “The coa¬ 
ches of other teams picked us as 
the winners, because all four of 
my people played the game. The 
Washington team just had one 
really good player, and three 
people counting dn her.” The 
coaches were right: Roosevelt 
won, 400-340. 

Finally the team faced K.L, 
Paschal High School, from Tex¬ 
as. They won the game, and 
the National Academic Champi¬ 
onship. How did they feel about 
winning? “Not really surprised, 
just relieved at first,” said one 
team member. “We were confi¬ 
dent of victory since the end of 
the first half, when we had a 
105 point lead, but we still had 
to play to win. The thrill and 
enjoyment set in later.” 

What was the secret to vic¬ 
tory? “Well, for one thing, we 
always played the game as if we 
were losing; desperation makes 
us play better,” said Alex. “Al¬ 
so, we liked to tell jokes and 
pretend that we were really re¬ 
laxed before the game and dur¬ 
ing breaks. It broke down the 
players on the other teams dur¬ 
ing some crucial games. Not 
only did our spirit ‘psych out* 
the opponents, but the judges 
really liked it. H^vever, the 
most important thing was that 
we had a lot of friends cheering 
us on in the audience.” 

The team received a large tro¬ 
phy for their victory Addition¬ 
ally, each team member who 
played in the championship will 
also receive a gold ring, and ev¬ 
ery player and alternate was 
given two certificates, plus a key 
to the city of New Orleans.

Appalling 

To the Editor: 

The “Another Look at the 
Cinema ’n Draft House” (article) 
in last week’s issue is so appal¬ 
ling that I cannot keep quiet any 
longer. I was shocked at the 
News Review’s editorial position 
on this topic a few weeks ago, 
but remained quiet, thinking 
someone would set the record 
straight. But no one has. 

First, note that the Arts Cen¬ 
ter received their eviction notice 
three days after the Council re¬ 
jected the Cinema ’n Draft House. 
I believe that tells us a bit a- 
bout Mr. Cristacos. He has no 
immediate tenant for the theater. 
The Arts Center has been on a 
month-to-month lease for several 
years and in all that time no new 
tenant came forward. The thea¬ 
ter will remain vacant now, de¬ 
teriorating, with gallons of water 
from every rainfall collecting in 
the inner lobby. Mr. Cristacos 
has told council not to kid them¬ 
selves into believing h*» is so 
magnanimous that he will reno¬ 
vate the center without a good 
number of concessions from the 
city. 

Much has been said about the 
proposal by Mr. Carney that 
would allow the Arts Center the 
use of the theater on a limited 
basis for certain productions, es¬ 
pecially in the Christmas season. 
It has not been noted anywhere 
that his proposal included a fee 
of $1500. per night. Even a full 
house would not bring in that 
much money! He’s not ready to 
give anything away, not even a 
slow night at the theater. 

Now the really appalling items 
in the report! Councilman White 
“foresees the city reimbursing 
Carney for his specific expenses, 
such as electricity” and Mr. 
Wolfe now asks the city for “re¬ 
duced cost financing, as suggest¬ 
ed by White.” Is this a commer¬ 
cial venture or a community one? 
If it is a commercial venture 
then the city should have no part 
in it. I don’t want to see any of 
my tax money going into the poc¬ 
kets of private investors. 

The business is a movie house 
which will be selling beer, wine 
and light refreshments — that 
doesn’t make it a restaurant. I be¬ 
lieve the legislation was exnress- 
ly written for any sale of liquor 
in a movie house, be it at the 
concession stand or at a micro¬ 
table, and any other interpreta¬ 
tion would create great citizen 
outcry. 

I am not opposed to a Cinema 
f n Draft per se, I am opposed to 
it in the center of Greenbelt. The 
only sensible note in the entire 
report was Mr. Isaacs’ concern a- 
bout alcohol in the center. We 
have enough problems with drugs, 
profanity, drinking and noise in 
the center now, do we really need 
to bring more in and keep it go¬ 
ing until the late show gets out 
at 2 a.m,? 

Before the Council votes again 
on any proposals by Mr. Cristac¬ 
os and associates, all the facts 
should be brought to the atten¬ 
tion of the community, not just 
those that are pleasing to the ear!

After church this last weekend, 
we drove up High Ridge Road 
on the north side of town, lo a 
former school building that has 
become an arts center for the 
entire area. The Rockland Arts 
Center is in EHicott City, but 
most details could be copied in 
Greenbelt. This large center has 
only one lack - there is not enough 
parking for such a popular fa¬ 
cility! We were there to see the 
American Watercolor Society’s 
121st Annual Traveling Exhibi¬ 
tion, an impressive exhibit in¬ 
deed! This is the kind of show 
that should be here in Green- 
belt. 

Forty works were Fathered 
from all over the country, and 
many had received coveted priz¬ 
es. A wide range of styles and 
subjects were repVesented, all re¬ 
minding us of the hidden resourc¬ 
es of Greenbelt’s many artists. 

The Rockland Arts Center 
contains a demonstration area 
where new painting techniques 
are shown to capacity audiences. 
Beyond this is a permanent gal¬ 
lery provided by members of the 
Howard County Arts Council and 
an open studio with a plethora 
of interesting still-life objects on 
display for painting. 

On the other side of the hall, 
the Maryland Museum of African 
Art is right next to the head¬ 
quarters of the National Quitt¬ 
ers Guild. A small closet in the 
main office serves as a store. All 
of these spaces contain exquiste 
ly handcrafted implements and 
art objects. We didn't explore 
the theater or the studios on 
other floors this trip. 

There is much here that we 
can copy when we develop the 
North End Arts Center. Many of 
these activities are revenue-pro¬ 
ducing and could go a long way 
towards making the center self- 
supporting. The whole point is, 
we need to develop a facility to 
the point where a multitude of 
activities can fo on at once. We 
believe that full develonment of 
the North End School facility 
will make this possible. 

We would do well to use the 
Rockland Center as an examnle 
for what we can do here in 
Greenbelt.

To the Editor : 

We have been following the is¬ 
sues related to the bond issue 
with some interest as settlement 
on our house this week will bring 
us back into the Greenbelt com¬ 
munity. There are a great many 
things attractive about Greenbelt 
and among the things that have 
drawn us into the community a- 
gain is the plan for an indoor 
swimming pool. 

Because of a physical disabili¬ 
ty, I depend on lap swimming for 
physical conditioning and time at 
the pool is an important oppor¬ 
tunity for our family to be toge¬ 
ther doing something at once 
healthy and enjoyable. The pos¬ 
sibility of having convenient ac¬ 
cess to swimming facilities year- 
round was a primary considera¬ 
tion in choosing to buy a home 
in Greenbelt. An indoor pool adds 
considerably to the quality of life 
in Greenbelt and its location in 
the center would add to the sense 
of community already so vibrant 
in Greenbelt. Swimming is a 
recreational activity that appeals 
to a board cross-section of people 
and the indoor pool can bring 
community people together dur¬ 
ing the nine months that the out¬ 
door pool is closed and other rec¬ 
reational opportunities are more 
scarce for many of us. 

It is unfortunate that the in¬ 
door pool has become involved in 
a zero-sum argument regarding 
green space and Parcels 1 and 2. 
Both are important to Greenbelt 
and its quality of life. The com¬ 
mitment of citizens to green 
space and limited development 
also makes Greenbelt an attrac¬ 
tive place to live. Hopefully, all 
of us as decision-makers in 
Greenbelt can recognize that both 
green space and an indoor pool 
are assets to the community 
worth some creative thinking and 
activism. 

We look forward to woods for 
our children to explore and year- 
round swimming facilities for the 
whole family as we settle into 
Greenbelt once again.

Let's Go Ahead 

To the Editor: 

I am very concerned about the 
recent voicing of sentiment to re¬ 
verse funding of an indoor swim¬ 
ming pool for the city. Some peo¬ 
ple want to use the funds already 
appropriated for the indoor pool 
for the purchase of some remnant 
of the greenbelt that was origin¬ 
ally planned around our city, at 
what most agree is a rather high 
price. Few will dispute that 
parkland is an asset to our city. 
I do not believe, however, that 
the indoor pool funds should be 
used for the purchase of this 
land. The indoor pool has the 
potential to provide tangible ben¬ 
efit to virtually the entire popu¬ 
lation of Greenbelt. Swimming 
is one of, if not the, best forms 
of exercise for young and old. 
But it is not going to substantial¬ 
ly improve anyone’s physical fit¬ 
ness to swim for only three 
months out of the year, which is 
all that is possible with an out¬ 
door pool. Swimming is one of 
the few forms of exercise benefi¬ 
cial to people wtih a whole host 
of infirmities; e.g., arthritis suf¬ 
ferers can generally painlessly 
benefit from swimming. 

Unlike most city facilities, the 
indoor pool is attractive and use¬ 
ful to both residents of the newer 
as well as older sections of 
Greenbelt. Other recreational 
facilities, such as tennis courts 
and a pool used by residents of 
eastern Greenbelt are operated 
and paid for entirely by their 
own Homeowner’s Association. 
Citizens of eastern Greenbelt, 
through their taxes, pay for ma¬ 
ny facilities in the older part of 
town that they rarely, if ever, 
use. But now we have an oppor 
tunity to build a facility for 
these residents as well. 

Let’s go ahead with the indoor 
pool, a facility that will benefit 
all of Greenbelt!

Leo Gerton, for many years a resident and leader in 
Greenbelt, died on June 27. He was struck down, perhaps 
by a heart attack, while driving in San Diego, his home 
since leaving Greenbelt about five years ago. 

Gerton was a Navy veteran of 
World War II and belonged to 
he American Legion, the Dis- 
tbled American Veterans and 
he Jewish War Veterans. He 
'as an original member of the 
ireenbelt Veterans Housing 
Corporation, the forerunner of 
Greenbelt Homes, Inc. 

For many years Gerton was 
the franchise operator of the 
High’s store in the Center. He 
retired in 1981. 

Over the years Gerton pro¬ 
vided noteworthy service and 
leadership to the Greenbelt 
Community. In the 1960's when 
zoning was a major issue ne 
served on the residentiai-commer- 
cial-industrial zoning sub-com¬ 
mittee of the Greenbelt Advisory 
Board, the GHI Zoning Commit¬ 
tee, and the Steering Commit¬ 
tee of Citizens for a Planned 
Greenbelt. He was also a mem¬ 
ber of the committee which 
worked to bring about construc¬ 
tion of the Greenbelt Library. 

Also during the 60”s Gerton was 
active in the Labor Day Festi¬ 
val and served as Chairman. He 
was a member of the 1967-69 
city Council. In 1969 the U.S. 

Jaycees awarded Gerton its dis¬ 
tinguished service award. Green¬ 
belt Jaycee President Greg 
White characterized Gerton as 
“a quiet, dedicated man.” 

Illness in the early 70’s kept 
Gerton on the sidelines but in 
1972 he helped bring screening 
for heart and related diseases to 
Greenbelt. He then chaired the 
Greenbelt Risk Factor Screening 
Committee and helped establish 
Greenbelt’s CPR program. He 
served nine years on the Board

of Directors of Twin Pines Sav¬ 
ings and Loan Association. 

Because of his many years of 
service to the community Ger¬ 
ton was chosen Greenbelt’s Out¬ 
standing Citizen in 1977, Ruth 
Dee’s words, in making that 
surprise announcement, were a 
tip-off: “His favorite public ser¬ 
vice is his annual fish fry for 
the citizens of Greenbelt.” 

Gerton is survived by his two 
daughters, Nancy and Janet, 
their two husbands, two grand¬ 
children and his friend Vivian. 

A memorial service to be held 
in the Washington area will be 
announced later. Gerton had ex¬ 
pressed the desire to have a tree 
planted in his name in Green¬ 
belt.

Drug Awareness Program Discussed 
Dy City Council and Lions Club

During a work session on June 16, the Greenbelt City 
Council and members of the Greenbelt Lions Club discussed 
a drug-awareness program sponsored by Lions Internation¬ 
al. After the council cited a need for further study and 
involvement of the school system, other community agen¬ 
cies and parents, the Lions agreed to return the program 
to their Executive Board for review. 


The program is Quest Interna¬ 
tional’s “Skills for Growing” for 
elementary schools. Reservations 
about it were expressed. Both 
councilmember Antoinette Bram 
and Center School PTA president 
Robert Kramer said they thought 
the prog^im was a money-mak¬ 
ing business which would be 
costly to maintain. None of its 
copyrighted material may be re¬ 
produced, and teachers must be 
trained by Quest staff only. 

Councilmember Joseph Isaacs, 
who also chairs the Lions Club 
Drug-Awareness Committee, said 
that the Quest “‘Skills for Grow¬ 
ing” program carries the endorse¬ 
ment of the Lions International 
and the National PTA. He ad¬ 
ded that its goal of enhancing the 
child's self-esteem was of value 
in all areas, especially in learn¬ 
ing to resist the use of drugs. 

Neither of the two elementary 
schools, which had been nomina¬ 
ted in April by the Lions Club 
for use by Quest as demonstration 
schools, was accepted by Quest. 
Quest did offer to begin the pro¬ 
gram in ’89-’90. Neither Center 
School nor Springhill Lake Ele¬ 
mentary School PTA has endors¬ 
ed the program, saying that 
more study is needed. Neither 
schools principal has endorsed it 
for the same reason, although Dr. 
John VanSchoonhoven of Center 
School was quoted by Mayor Gil 
Weidenfeld as being anxious to 
cooperate on a good program to 
help the students of his school.

School, said that he needed more 
information about the goals of 
the Board of Education in the 
drug-awareness area. He could 
not judge the usefulness of the 
“Skills for Growing” program be¬ 
cause it has no defined curricu¬ 
lum as yet. 

Isaacs stated that the school 
board’s Materials Evaluation 
Committee has approved the ma¬ 
terial submitted from Quest, and 
had the Greenbelt schools been 
accepted for demonstration there 
would now be a curriculum, Bram 
said that she does not want 
Greenbelt children experimented 
upon. 

An elementary curriculum will 
be available in time for the ’69- 
’90 school year, according to Is¬ 
aacs. He urged that this program 
be considered for the endorse¬ 
ment of the council, which he 
said was really the primary goal 
of the Lions Club, rather than 
help in funding. 

Sharon Alfaro, of the Commun¬ 
ity Relations Advisory Board, 
and also a teacher, suggested giv¬ 
ing money to the teachers instead 
of a packaged program which 
teachers lack time to learn and 
implement. She said that given 


the time and money, teachers 
could provide an appropriate 
drug awareness program them¬ 
selves. 

Councilmember Thomas X, 
White said that he thought the 
drug program affected mainly the 
25-45 year-old group and asked 
Police Chief James Craze what 
he was finding. Chief Craze re¬ 
sponded that Greenbelt children 
mix with children from nearby 
jurisdictions. Drug trafficking is 
so severe that in one case the 
school must bus children just to 
get them safely past open dealing 
on their way to school. He urged 
more education of children and 
parents, as well as law enforce¬ 
ment. 

Much discussion followed, with 
examples of the drug problem 
seen first-hand by many of the 
people at the meeting. Hal Sil¬ 
vers, Lions Club member, pleaded 
for partnership with the city 
council, PTAs, the police depart¬ 
ment and schools to help educate 
children about drugs. 

Jose Morales, also of the Lions 
Club, said that the club has mon¬ 
ey to give to the schools to use 
in the fight against drugs, and 
will continue to raise money for 
this purpose. He wanted to 
know what they must do in order 
to spend it 

Mayor Weidenfeld suggested 
that the Lions Club work with 
the principals and staff of the 
two local elementary schools, the 
PTAs, the police department and 
the Crime Prevention Committee. 
He thought that together with 
the schools, the Lions Club could 
explore county funding of a drug- 
awareness program, whether the 
one by Quest or some other.

Green Belt, appeared before 
the board of directors of 
Greenbelt Homes, Inc. on 
June 23 to ask GHI support 
in setting up a trust fund 
for citizen contributions to 
help purchase Parcel 1 and 
possibly Parcel 2. 

In a letter to the board, Kast¬ 
ner asked that in light of GHI's 
concerns in preserving this land 
(which abuts many GHI homes), 
the cooperative might contribute 
the services of its attorney in 
setting up the trust fund. 

Kastner’s letter described this 
fund as a “concrete way we can 
‘put our money where our mouth 
is’” and said she hoped that GHI 
will consider playing this very 
important role in saving the par¬ 
cels of land from threat of de¬ 
velopment. 

President Wayne Williams 
presented comments on the pro¬ 
posal made by GHI Manager 
Eon Colton who was absent be¬ 
cause of an injury, Colton esti¬ 
mated that setting up such a 
trust fund would cost some $3000 
and recommended instead that a 
tax-exempt corporation be set 
up to receive contributions, Col¬ 
ton's further suggestion was that 
volunteer legal talent for such 
a purpose might be found in 
the community. Kastner said 
she had not so far been able to 
find anyone willing to volunteer 
for the job. 

Several members of the board 
offered general support to the 
goal but were, as Director Ray 
McCawley said, “not sure how it 
would work.” Director Nancy 
Hutchins said she was generally 
in favor of the effort but would 
like to see if volunteer help could 
do it, 

Williams pointed out that 
difficulties would be encountered 
if money were collected and the 
goal of buying the land could not 
be met since contributions would 
have to be returned. Assistant 
Manager Steve Wright added 
that contributors would have al¬ 
ready deducted the amounts which the member agreed was 
from their tax returns and re- not in conformance with the re¬ 
turning money would pose prob- gulations and which, she said, 


lems. 

No decision was made on the 
request but at McCawley’s sug¬ 
gestion, it was decided that a 
meeting with city officials on 
this and possibly other matters 
would be useful. 

Fence Problem 

A member who lives in the 
4 Court of Southway came be¬ 
fore the board to protest a ci¬ 
tation which she had received 
for a fence which the GHI staff 
said does not conform to the 
rules governing fences. Accord¬ 
ing to Wright the fence is five 
feet high and made of boards 
placed one-eighth to one-quarter 
inch apart and is in effect, a sol¬ 
id board fence. According to 
the regulations, fences over 42 
inches high and made of solid 
materials may not be erected 
without special permission. 

The member made several 
charges about the way the mat¬ 
ter had been handled. She said 
that the staff members who came 
out to examine the fence had 
misled her by saying that they 
were there to see about access to 
the yards when installing roof 
vents in the units. She also said 
that she had written a letter to 
GHI before the fence was built 
asking permission but had failed 
to receive an answer. She said 
she “feels singled out unfairly” 
since her neighbors have compli¬ 
mented her on the yard and 
fence. Wright admitted that the 
fence is well constructed, well 
placed and the yard is “in the top 
ten percent in terms of upkeep.” 

Wright said that there may 
have been some appearance of 
deception on the part of the 
staff because the fence was be¬ 
ing examined at the same time 
that the staff was surveying the 
area yards preparatory to in¬ 
stalling the ventilation vents, 
He explained this lack of can¬ 
dor by saying that, until he knew 
whether there would be a cita¬ 
tion about the fence there 
seeffied no reason to upset the 
member. 

Director Betty Deitch said that 
she had put in the complaint a- 
bout the fence (and a shed

would be taken down). Deiteh, 
who said the violation had been 
pointed out to her by another 
member, insisted that “the rea¬ 
son we have so many problems” 
with yards is because people 
“don’t go with the regulations” 
and there is a perception that 
GHI won’t do anything about it. 

Some of the directors took a 
different view. Director Andrea 
Haslinger said she thought “we 
were going after the really bad 
cases.” Hutchins and Director 
Alan Freas suggested that the 
member would need to apply for 
an exception for her fence. Di¬ 
rector Mac Wirick, made a mo¬ 
tion to grant the exception at 
that meeting but McCawley 
moved to table the motion to the 
next meeting. Williams bruke a 
tie vote (McCawley, Deitch and 
Hutchins in favor and Wirick, 
Haslinger and Freas opposed) by 
voting to table. (Director Chuck 
Hess came in after a class he is 
attending was over and Direc- 
to Margaret Hogensen was ex¬ 
cused.) 

Wirick requested that the me¬ 
mber bring a copy of the letter 
she had writtten to GHI, saying 
he was concerned that the mem¬ 
ber had received no reply. 

In a related action, the board 
decided to defer consideration of 
an agenda item on enforcement 
of yard regulations and sched¬ 
ule a meeting on July 7 to deal 
with that item. The tabled mo¬ 
tion also will be brought up at 
that meeting. (Another meeting 
on July 14 is also, still on the 
schedule.) 


Addition Approved 

By unanimous vote the board 
approved plans for an addition 
in the 14 court of Hillside. While 
the plans for the addititon con¬ 
formed to the rules the matter 
was brought before the board 
because one of the adjacent 
neighbors refused to give writ¬ 
ten permission for the addition. 

The Architecture and Environ¬ 
ment Committee in a report pre¬ 
sented by Chair Kimberly Mc- 
Carl, concluded that the objec¬ 
tions raised by the neighbor 
were not issues affected by the 
addition and recommended that 
addition be approved. However, 
the committee did recommend 
that the board look into some of 
the neighbor's concerns, especial¬ 
ly drainage and snow removal 
in the court 

Other Items 

Debbie Hartwiek, Chair of the 
Member and Community Rela¬ 
tions Committee, presented a 
plan for placing a commemora¬ 
tive plaque on the unit at iG 
Gardenway which was the first 
unit occupied in the new town of 
Greenbelt. The plan was ap¬ 
proved and authorization for the 
committee to spend up to $400 
for the plaque was voted unan¬ 
imously. 

The board approved an adden¬ 
dum to the recognition agree¬ 
ment with the NASA Credit Un¬ 
ion which will allow that finan¬ 
cial institution to offer home 
equity loans to GHI members. 

The board also approved the 
final revision of the pet regula¬ 
tions which strengthens the po¬ 
sition of the cooperative in deal¬ 
ing with pets which may be dan¬ 
gerous and which “strongly sug¬ 
gests” that GHI members not 


have more than two pets per 
unit. 

By unanimous vote, the board 
instructed the treasurer to issue 
a request for proposals from ac¬ 
counting firms to perform the 
1988 GHI audit. 

The board discussed some as¬ 
pects of the proposed master 
plan and indicated that GHI will 
send a statement to the Mary¬ 
land National Capital Park and 
Planning Commission wb^ch pre¬ 
pared the plan. Williams was 
particularly concerned about the 
possibility of greatly increased 
traffic through GHI neighbor¬ 
hoods if Greenbelt Road becomes 
overloaded after Calvert Road is 
closed to accommodate Metro. 

The staff report drew atten¬ 
tion to the Washington Suburb¬ 
an Sanitary Commission’s ongo¬ 
ing project of cleaning and relin¬ 
ing water mains in the city. 
Wright reported that as a result 
of the better quality water now 
going into GHI homes in the ar¬ 
eas where the project is com¬ 
plete, GHI is discontinuing its 
routine flushing of hot water 
tanks. Flushing will still be per¬ 
formed whenever members have 
problems, he said.

Council Opts lor London Planes 
To Replace Centerway Sycamores

At their June 13 meeting, 
the Greenbelt City Council 
made a few decisions con¬ 
cerning the redesigning of 
Centerway, postponed deci¬ 
sions on the Maryland Trade 
Center IV, building, and kill¬ 
ed the police department’s 
request for a new evidence 
bay. 

Council approved councilmem- 
ber Antoinette Brant's motion to 
remove all existing sycamore 
trees along Centerway, and to 
replace them with London plane 
trees, A relative of the syca¬ 
more, the London plane is more 
disease resistant. Councilmem- 
ber Ed Putens voted against the 
London plane, saying he felt the 
trees there now could be saved. 

The decision on the trees was 
not reached without debate, 
however. Project landscape ar¬ 
chitect Larry Coffin had recom¬ 
mended the London plane but 
only if he could obtain a spe¬ 
cific disease resistant variety. 
His second choices were the red 
oak or little leaf linden because 
both do well in enclosed, paved 
areas. The city staff, however, 
preferred the little leaf linden. 
The plaza along Pennsylvania 
Avenue in front of the FBI buil¬ 
ding was cited as an area beau¬ 
tified with lindens. 

Councilmember Thomas White 
did not feel that area gained 
from the lindens Terming the 
plaza “nondescript 0 and without 
“character," he claimed that 
passersby had to stoop to get 
past. White put forth the idea 
that the sycamores be retained 
and replaced as necessary with 
sycamores because they were 
the trees of the 30’s. Putens felt 
the sycamores hadn’t been taken 
care of, and that with better 
care they would not present 
problems^ 

The chairman of the Advisory 
Planning Board, Don Volk, also 
recommended saving the syca¬ 
mores to “preserve the charac¬ 
ter of the Center.” Others pre¬ 
sent echoed the idea of main¬ 
taining tradition, but opponents 
argued that it would be foolish 


to plant more sycamores and 
have the pavement be pushed up 
again in the future. 

Replacing the existing trees 
with new sycamores or London 
plane trees, however, is not prob¬ 
lem-free. According to Coffin, 
nobody can guarantee that the 
roots of new sycamores or planes 
are not going to disrupt the 
pavement. 

In another matter, exposed 
aggregate concrete was chosen 
for the border of the sidewalk 
along Centerway. This exposed 
concrete is concrete with the 
white exterior taken off exposing 
the stones underneath it. 

MTC IV 

Council left staff and develop¬ 
er Coakley & Williams (C&W) 
to resolve their differences on 
their own concerning conditions 
of the proposal for Maryland 
Trade Center IV (See map.) De¬ 
bate on the proposed Trade 
Center which would be located 
between Trade Center III and 
the Holiday Inn, resulted in no 
agreements, as councilmembers 
and citizens questioned what the 
outlot between the Inn and the 
Beltway would be used for. The 
outlot was purchased by C&W 
from the U.S. Park Service. 
Some councilmembers have ask¬ 
ed that it be given to the city. 
In the agenda comments for the 
meeting staff felt the city’s con¬ 
cerns could be taken care of in 
covenants. 

Greenbelter Doug Love felt, 
however, that it would be a bad 
precedent to let corporations 
come in, take park land, and 
then turn it into parking lots. 

The C&W proposal included a 
main two-story building—Mary¬ 
land Trade Center IV— and two 
small commercial structures, 
possibly for banks. The propos¬ 
ed eight-story action to the 
Holiday Inn would be eliminated 
and the expansive asphalt parK- 
ing lot broken up with trees. The 
main concerns at the meeting 
were cosmetic and environment¬ 
al, Bram said she “would like to 
see the covenant include main¬ 
tenance of trees, (the developer) 
keep all the green space as is, 
and keep it top notch.” 


The question of whether or not 
a traffic light is necessary at 
the intersection of Greenway 
Center Drive and Hanover Park¬ 
way was also a sticking point. 
C&W counsel Richard Reed of 
Fossett & Brugger argued that 
the light was unnecessary and 
would cause more delay if in¬ 
stalled. In addition Reed sa*d 
he “didn’t hear a whole lot of 
support from the citizens (in the 
area) to having two lights so 
close together.” 

The proposal by C&W did in- 
cluue the planting of trees to 
improve the image of “better 
than one-half of Maryland Trade 
Park,” according to Reed. He 
stressed that the developers were 
presenting a better proposal 
than before by reducing the stor¬ 
ies on Trade Center IV and the 
Holiday Inn 

Both Mayor Gil Weidenfeld 
and Reed felt several of the pro¬ 
posed conditions needed to be 
worked out, the main one being 
the traffic light issue. Reed ob¬ 
jected to covenant five, which 
stipulated tthat C&W would 
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Glendening Asks for New 
Air Quality Standards 

County Executive Farris 
Glendening has sent legislation 
to the County Council, to revise 
the County's air quality stand* 
ards. The existing standards 
were enacted in 1975 and are 
concerned with sources of pollu¬ 
tion that are largely under con¬ 
trol. The new standards, which 
are in line with State regula¬ 
tions, will allow trained inspec¬ 
tors from the County Health De¬ 
partment to address pollution 
issues concerning volatile organ¬ 
ic compounds which contribute 
to the area's ozone problem. 

The new regulations will also 
allow the County to monitor as¬ 
bestos removal projects. 


conduct a traffic study and pro¬ 
vide a traffic light if studies 
found it necessary. Reed estima¬ 
ted the cost of a light at $75,000. 

In response to a News Review 
question a week after the June 
meeting, Celia Wilson, city plan¬ 
ning and Development Coordina¬ 
tor, said it appeared that the 
two groups could resolve their 
differences by the July city coun¬ 
cil meeting so that a vote can be 
taken on the Maryland Trade 
Center IV proposal. 

Garage Shot Down 

The proposed police garage, 
which would actually be an “ev¬ 
idence bay” which would be used 
to examine impended cars, ac¬ 
cording to police chief James R. 
Craze, was voted down by the 
council. Putens criticized the way 
the city was handling the bid, 
particularly the $71,986 addition 
in garage expenses brought up 
at the meeting, Putens, who 
said he’s not against the idea of 
a garage, almost yelled at one 
point, “I need to understand 
what is going on.” The garage, 
which was proposed at the $71,- 
986 cost in addition to the police 
facility itself, put the total cost 
of the project over budget by 
about $67,000, Bram pointed out 
that the police had done without 
one for 50 years.
